(Polls  shall  be  open  at  10:00  A.M.  and  not  to  close 
before  6:00  P.M.) 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$47,000.00  as  Pittsfield' s  share  for  rebuilding  of  the  bridge 
on  Websters  Mills  Road  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
pay  for  same  with  serial  notes  over  a  period  of  five  years. 

3.  If  action  on  the  above  article  No.  2  is  affirmative,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  above  action  contingent  on 
shares  to  be  received  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
the  Town  of  Chichester  for  construction  of  the  bridge. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of 
1972,  the  sum  of  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.00)  to 
apply  toward  the  purchase  of  a  Clark  Austin-Western  (Pacer 
301)  Grader. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $26,454.00  with  five  annual  serial  notes  to  pay  the 
balance  on  the  new  Grader  (Total  $91,868.00,  allowance  on 
trade-in  $40,414.00,  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  $25,000.00, 
$26,454.00  serial  notes). 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  252  amended  as  they  deem 
necessary.  This  statute  pertains  to  the  construction, 
managing  and  maintaining  the  Town  of  Pittsfield' s  sewage 
and  storm  water  system. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  favorably  to  accept  the 
following:  "Be  it  resolved  by  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  that  the 


New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission  be  and  is  authorized  to 
operate  in  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  that  said  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission 
is  authorized  to  sponsor  a  project  for  elderly  persons  under

($4,998.00)  for  the  support  of  the  salaries  of  the  Barnstead 
Ambulance  Service.  (Entered  without  recommendation  of  the 
Budget  Committee). 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  to  prepare  for  Town 
maintenance  a  section  of  road  called  Thompson  or  Johnson 
Road  for  the  distance  of  1800'  from  the  present  end  of 
maintenance  at  the  Emerson  property  and  residence  on  said 
road.  (Not  Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

10.  If  action  on  the  above  Article  No.  9  is  not  affirmative,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  above  mentioned  section 
of  Thompson  or  Johnson  Road  subject  to  gates  or  bars. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Fire  Department 
to  join  the  Capital  Area  Mutual  Aid  Compact  and  Dispatch 
Service. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell,  rent  or  lease  any  or  all  property  acquired  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deeds,  or  any  other  source,  and  to  administer 
said  property  as  they  deem  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

The  Moderator,  Leo  Fraser,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
10:00  a.m.  and  read  Article  #1. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.  (Polls  shall  be  open  at  10:00  A.M.  and  not  to  close 
before  6:00  P.M.) 

A  motion  was  then  made  and  duly  seconded  to  postpone 
the  reading  of  the  balance  of  the  warrrant  until  the  evening 
meeting  at  8:00  P.M.  at  the  Greenleaf  Auditorium. 

The  polls  were  closed  by  the  Moderator  at  6:30  P.M.  with 
the  results  of  the  voting  as  follows:  452  total  ballots  cast  and 
counted.

Moderator,  Leo  Fraser,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8 

P.M.  at  the  Greenleaf  Auditorium  with  Rev.   Christopher 

Drew  giving  the  invocation. 

Moderator  then  made  the  announcement  that  everyone 
wishing  to  be  heard  would  be  given  the  opportunity  before 
anyone  would  be  allowed  a  second  chance  to  speak.  Also, 
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when  speaking,  please  stand,  give  name,  and  state  if  you  are 
a  resident  of  the  Town  of  Pittsfield. 

Moderator  then  read  the  Town  Warrant  in  part  and  the 
certificates  in  connection  with  the  postings  required  by 
statute. 

Article  #2.  We  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of 
Pittsfield,  request  that  the  article  "To  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  replace  the 
existing  guard  rail  on  Tilton  Hill  Road  with  a  steel  cable  and 
post  rail  or  one  of  equally  sturdy  construction  which  will 
deflect  the  impact  of  a  loaded  school  bus."  (Submitted  by 
Petition)  (Without  Recommendation  of  Budget  Committee). 

Elsie  Morse  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  and  William 
Bleckmann  seconded.  Question  was  asked  as  to  where  this 
guard  rail  is  located.  Bob  Charron  answered  that  the  guard 
rail  is  located  on  the  other  side  of  Tilton  Hill  Road  on  the  left 
hand  side  towards  Jenness  Pond.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #3.  We  the  undersigned  registered  voters,  hereby 
petition  the  town  of  Pittsfield  to  place  the  following  article  in 
the  town  warrant:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $412.48,  for  the  continuation  of 
services  to  the  low-income  and  elderly  residents  of  Pittsfield 
through  the  Suncook  Area  Center  of  the  Community  Action 
Program,  Belknap-Merrimack  Counties,  Inc."  (Submitted  by 
Petition)  (Without  Recommendation  of  Budget  Committee.) 

June  McKinney  moved  we  accept  the  article  and  Keith 
Lion  seconded. 

Richard  Anthony  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  services 
rendered. 

Rep.  Rose  Hill  of  the  CAP  explained  that  at  the  present 
time  they  service  15  senior  citizens  through  the  home  meals 
program.  Orange  van  takes  elderly  folks  to  Concord  twice  a 
week  for  doctors  appointments,  shopping,  food  coop,  seed 
and  fertilizer  program  for  the  low-income;  rent-a-kid 
program;  plus  act  as  guides  in  directing  people  to  the  proper 
agency  when  they  are  in  need  of  specific  help. 

Bob  Charron  said  that  this  article  has  been  submitted  in 
previous  years,  but  usually  killed  by  the  Selectmen  or  the 
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Budget  Committee.  In  1975  they  requested  $2,000.  which 
was  about  40%  of  their  total  cost.  This  amount  was  to  help 
defray  the  cost  of  salaries  and  general  expenses  of  the 
center.  This  year  Pittsfield  is  being  asked  to  raise  only  3%  of 
their  total  appropriation.  The  Selectmen  feel  that  our 
obligations  can  be  taken  care  of  by  our  Overseer  of  Public 
Welfare. 

Rev.  Drew  said  that  since  Community  Action  has  not  been 
directly  in  our  community,  ministers  have  had  increased  calls 
for  help.  The  churches  do  not  have  the  necessary  funds. 
Community  has  missed  an  agency  where  they  can  call  and 
receive  help  when  needed.  The  nutrition  value  received  from 
the  home  meal  program  is  most  essential  to  our  elderly. 

Don  Bergeron  —  Why  wasn't  it  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee? 

Bob  Charron  —  This  should  not  have  been  printed  in  the 
Town  Warrant  this  way  because  the  Budget  Committee 
never  had  a  chance  to  act  on  it,  as  it  was  only  in  the 
Selectmen's  Budget.  It  was  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the 
Selectmen,  however,  we  are  still  opposed  to  this  article 
because  we  feel  it  can  be  handled  by  our  Overseer. 

Win  Burbank  —  If  the  Budget  Committee  did  not  actually 
act  on  it,  can  we  legally  vote  on  it? 

Attorney  Greenhalge  —  If  there  is  an  item  in  the  budget 
that  relates  to  the  particular  item,  you  can  vote  on  it.  In  this 
instance  we  can  vote  it  under  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Malcolm  McKinney  —  If  article  was  brought  in  by  petition, 
why  didn't  it  get  the  proper  attention? 

Bob  Charron  said  just  an  oversight  on  the  Selectmen's 
part. 

Malcolm  McKinney  —  A  similar  article  has  been 
submitted  for  the  past  three  years,  but  never  brought  before 
the  Town  for  a  vote.  Felt  the  people  should  have  been  able  to 
vote  on  it. 

Kenneth  Danis  —  What  is  the  reason  Selectmen  turn  this 
down  each  year? 

Bob  Charron  —  We  elect  an  Overseer  to  assist  those  in  the 
Town  who  really  need  help.  Increased  our  town  poor  budget 
rather  than  pay  for  CAP  salaries. 
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Elliott  Tovvle  —  $412.48  would  start  the  program  —  next 
year  will  it  increase  back  to  $2,000.? 

Maureen  Van  Horn  —  I  feel  we  have  lost  valuable  services 
so  let's  get  them  back.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #4.  We  the  undersigned  legal  voters  in  the  town  of 
Pittsfield  do  hereby  respectfully  request  the  following  article 
be  placed  on  the  1977  Town  Warrant:  "To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  accept  in  full  the  section  of  road  known  as  Siel 
Road  (approximately  1800'  long,  50'  wide)  located  on  the 
North  Side  of  Daroska  Road  to  the  Shaw  Road."  (Submitted 
by  Petition) 

Fred  Hast  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read  and 
it  was  duly  seconded. 

Bob  Charron  stated  that  there  are  minimum  requirements 
to  be  met  before  the  Selectmen  will  accept  any  new  road: 

1.  50'  right-of-way 

2.  32'  wide  ditch  to  ditch 

3.  24'  wide  gravel 

4.  Culvert  24"  min.  size  (if  needed) 

5.  12"  gravel  on  road  surface 

Gordon  Weldon  amended  the  motion  to  be  subject  to  TRA 
standards  before  approval.  John  Barto  seconded. 

Elliott  Towle  —  I  strongly  believe  it  should  meet  standards 
before  we  accept  it,  otherwise,  the  Town  would  be  liable  to 
accept  any  new  development  roads  that  are  brought  in  by 
petition. 

After  a  short  discussion,  Fred  Hast,  maker  of  the  original 
motion,  agreed  to  accept  the  amendment  and  moved  for  the 
question.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #5.  We,  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Pittsfield  respectfully  petition  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  1977  to  open  to  Town  maintenance  a 
section  of  the  road  called  Thompson  or  Johnson  Road, 
presently  closed  subject  to  gates  or  bars,  for  the  distance  of 
1800'  from  the  present  end  of  maintenance  at  the  Emerson 
property  and  residence  on  said  road.  (Submitted  by  Petition). 

Bernard  Mitchell  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  article  as 
read  and  James  Bond  seconded. 
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Steve  Davis  —  What  is  the  reason  for  the  petition  since  it  is 
already  a  town  road? 

Bernard  Mitchell  —  I  am  planning  to  build  a  house  up 
there  and  have  done  a  considerable  amount  of  work  on  the 
road.  Don't  want  to  make  any  further  plans  if  the  road  isn't 
going  to  be  maintained. 

Gordon  Weldon  made  the  point  that  this  is  an  existing  road 
and  there  is  a  chance  that  the  right-of-way  is  only  2Vi  rods 
wide,  therefore,  does  not  meet  the  50'  TRA  right-of-way 
requirements.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #6.  To  see  if  the  (Town)  (School  District)  wishes  to 
exclude  from  its  Social  Security  plan  services  performed  by 
election  officials  or  election  workers  for  each  calendar 
quarter  in  which  the  renumeration  paid  for  such  services  is 
less  than  $50.00.

Janet  Milne  asked  for  an  explanation. 

Bob  Charron  —  The  request  came  through  the  Social 
Security  Office.  It  will  eliminate  bookkeeping  as  S.S.  does  not 
have  to  be  paid  if  earned  less  than  $50.00  per  quarter. 

Fred  Hast  —  The  fire  department  members  receive  $100  in 
the  calendar  year  —  can  they  be  included  in  this? 

Bob  Charron  —  If  you  want  the  fire  department  included 
you  will  have  to  approach  the  Social  Security  Office  and  have 
them  issue  a  new  article  for  next  year's  town  warrant. 
According  to  this  article,  only  those  election  officials  whose 
pay  doen't  exceed  $50.00  per  quarter  are  included.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  #7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  transfer  and  expend  the  following 
capital  reserve  accounts:

Fred  Hast  asked  that  the  $154.52  for  fire  equipment  be  left 
alone  for  now  and  discussed  under  article  #14. 

Win  Burbank  —  If  article  is  adopted  will  it  go  into  budget 
to  offset  equipment  raised  by  taxes? 

Bob  Charron  —  Yes 

Fred  Hast  —  I  amend  the  motion  to  act  only  on  the  road 
equipment  of  $255.18  at  this  time.  William  Bleckmann 
seconded. 

Win  Burbank  —  I  don't  really  think  the  sum  of  $154.52  is 
substantial  enough  to  warrant  this  action,  but  agreed  to 
withdraw  his  motion  and  Gordon  Weldon  withdrew  his 
second  of  same  motion. 

Fred  Hast  —  I  hereby  withdraw  the  amended  motion  and 
move  that  the  article  be  tabled.  William  Bleckmann 
seconded. 

Article  #8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tax 
Collector  to  accept  payments  in  prepayment  of  taxes 
according  to  RSA  80:52-a. 

Malcolm  McKinney  made  motion  to  accept  as  read  and 
Roland  Drolet  seconded. 

Keith  Lion  —  What  does  RSA  80:52-a  say? 

Wayne  Emerson  —  It  allows  the  tax  collector  to  accept  tax 
money  early.  If  the  tax  rate  cannot  be  set  until  late,  people 
can  voluntarily  pay  current  tax  bill  based  on  previous  year's 
tax  rate.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sums  of  money  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee  to  defray  Town  expenses  for  the  year  ensuing  or 
pass  any  motion  related  thereto. 

Fred  Hast  —  I  make  a  motion  that  we  raise  the  figure  of 
$319,707.48.  This  amount  represents  the  budget  figure  of 
$299,295.36  plus  the  $412.48  previously  voted  under  the 
article  #3,  and  an  additional  $20,000.  to  be  set  aside  in  the 
capital  reserve  fund  towards  the  purchase  of  a  $60,000.  fire 
truck  next  year.  William  Bleckmann  seconded. 

Fire  Chief  Hast  spoke  in  detail  about  the  reasons  the  Town 
needs  a  new  fire  truck.  This  would  replace  a  31  year-old  truck 
which  is  inadequate.  Originally  we  asked  the  Selectmen  to  go 
along  with  the  total  $55,000.  over  a  5-year  period,  but  they 
wouldn't  allow  this  and  wanted  rjt  entered  as  one  lump  sum. 
Budget  Committee  felt  we  didn't  need  a  new  truck  and 
wouldn't  go  along  with  putting  it  in  the  budget.  He  explained 
that  they  had  traveled  many  miles  looking  at  fire  equipment. 
Town  cannot  afford  to  wait  as  the  prices  are  going  up  10-14% 
each  year.  Next  year  a  $60,000.  truck  will  be  $66,000.  Mr. 
Hast  felt  that  if  we  could  put  aside  $20,000.  in  capital  reserve 
this  year,  maybe  next  year  the  budget  committee  will 
approve  the  truck. 

Elsie  Morse  —  The  Budget  Committee  felt  that  $55,000.  in 
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one  lump  sum  would  cause  too  much  of  an  increase  in  our 
taxes  at  this  time.  We  asked  the  Selectmen  how  they  wanted 
this  item  entered  and  they  said  enter  the  total  $55,000.  The 
Budget  Committee  was  in  favor  of  a  new  truck,  but  felt  that 
the  Town  could  not  afford  it. 

Gordon  Weldon  —  Dump  and  sewerage  are  still  big  tax 
issues  and  feel  that  the  Town  can't  stand  anymore  tax 
increases  at  this  time. 

Win  Burbank  —  If  we  put  the  $20,000.  in  capital  reserve 
for  the  next  year,  the  fire  truck  isn't  going  to  give  us  any 
protection  for  the  next  twelve  months.  If  the  Selectmen 
would  go  along  with  bonding  it  over  a  five  year  period  —  that 
would  only  be  $10,000.  per  year  and  we  would  have  the  use  of 
the  truck. 

John  Stapleton  —  Why  the  increase  of  $10,000.  in  police 
budget? 

Bob  Charron  —  Increase  due  to  full-time  officer  plus  $800. 
raise  for  the  chief. 

Moderator  read  the  motion  to  accept  budget  figure  of 
$319,707.84.  Voice  vote  was  questionable  and  a  standing 
vote  was  called  for.  Yes  -  64  and  No  -  27.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #15.  To  transact,  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Fred  Hast  —  Under  Article  #7,  I  make  a  motion  to  remove 
only  the  road  equipment's  portion  of  $255.18  and  apply  the 
fire  equipment  amount  of  $154.52  towards  the  capital  reserve 
fund  of  $20,000.  Motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Moderator  then  read  the  list  of  officers  elected  for  both  the 
town  and  the  school. 

Moderator  announced  he  has  already  filled  two  vacancies 
on  the  Budget  Committee  by  appointing  Richard  Seamans 
and  John  Teague.  He  then  appointed  four  new  members: 
Nancy  Barto,  Fred  Hast,  Roberta  Maxfield,  and  Florence 
Freese. 

Win  Burbank  —  I  move  that  the  Selectmen  be  required  to 
print  the  minutes  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  Annual  Town 
Report  each  year.  William  Bleckmann  seconded.  Motion 
carried. 
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Win  Burbank  —  I  move  that  the  Selectmen  be  required  to 
print  the  minutes  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  Annual  Town 
Report  each  year.

Don  Bergeron  —  I  would  like  to  make  a  suggestion  that  in 
the  future  large  money  items  be  listed  separately  rather  than 
lumping  them  together  with  other  items. 

Fred  Hast  —  After  the  Town  has  been  assessed,  could  a 
sheet  be  printed  showing  every  piece  of  property  with  the 
before  and  after  tax  figures? 

Bob  Charron  —  This  is  part  of  the  contract.  There  should 
be  enough  copies  available  for  every  interested  taxpayer. 

Officers  present  were  sworn  in. 

Don  Bergeron  made  a  motion  that  we  adjourn.  Motion  duly 
seconded  and  carried  at  10:21  P.M.

CARPENTER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  — 1977 

The  year  1977  marked  closer  co-operation  with  the 
Pittsfield  Elementary  Schools.  In  the  late  spring  the  Library 
hosted  a  series  of  workshops  for  parents  of  preschool 
children  sponsored  by  the  Right-to-Read  Committee.  Mrs. 
Van  Horn  continued  to  serve  on  the  Advisory  Council  and  all 
meetings  of  the  Committee  have  since  been  held  at  the 
Library.  Weekly  visits  and  monthly  film  programs  for  the  3rd 
Grades  were  held  throughout  the  year  while  2nd  Graders 
attended  Story  Hours  prior  to  getting  their  Borrowers  Cards. 
Exhibitions  of  student  work  were  shown  and  the  Summer 
Reading  Program  was  repeated. 

The  Library  was  represented  at  professional  meetings  in 
Barrington,  Sandwich  and  Laconia  as  well  as  at  a  hearing  on 
H.B.  76  (Library  Funding)  in  Concord.  Accreditation  by  the 
N.H.  State  Library  Commission  was  renewed. 

To  improve  Reference  facilities  a  21 -volume  set  of  The 
New  Book  of  Knowledge,  1977  edition,  was  purchased,  and 
Mrs.  Van  Horn  completed  a  Reference  Course  'The  Library 
as  an  Information  Center'  at  U.N.H.  Generous  donations 
were  made  in  memory  of  J.  Frank  Drake  and  Elizabeth  Scott 
Harms  which  were  much  appreciated. 
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Book  Reviews  were  given  at  meetings  of  Forever  Young, 
TOPS  and  the  Grange,  a  service  the  Librarian  will  be  happy 
to  provide  for  any  organization.  Free  films  are  also  available 
from  the  N.H.  State  Library  upon  request. 

The  Jenkins  Room  floor  being  in  urgent  need  of  repair,  the 
Trustees  deemed  it  prudent  to  install  carpeting  —  to  help  in 
insulation,  acoustics  and  appearance.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
handsome  red  carpet  will  prove  sturdy  enough  to  last  as 
many  years  as  the  linoleum  tile  initially  installed  in  1952. 

Since  tax  dollars  go  to  the  support  of  your  Library,  make 
sure  you  get  the  fullest  use  of  your  money  and  visit  your 
Library  frequently.  As  Thomas  Carlyle  aptly  said,  The  true

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PITTSFIELD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1977  has  been  the  most  active  year  the  Pittsfield  Fire 
Department  has  had  for  quite  a  number  of  years,  answering 
88  alarms.  This  represents  over  1200  man  hours,  along  with 
more  than  500  man  hours  of  department  training.  Another 
500  hours  involve  monthly  meetings  and  work  details,  such 
as  washing  and  drying  hose,  checking  equipment  and  the 
upkeep  of  the  fire  station. 

Fourteen  men  attended  firefighting  classes  sponsored  by 
Lake  Region  Mutual  Aid  in  Gilford  and  in  Fitzwilliam 
sponsored  by  N.H.  Fire  Chief  Association.  The  Rescue  Squad 
has  been  more  than  busy  answering  42  alarms,  semi-monthly 
meetings  and  training  sessions. 

This  year  two  more  successful  raffles  were  held. 
Purchased  from  the  monies  received  were  35  turn-out  suits 
(protective  firefighting  clothing),  work  uniforms,  portable 
radios,  scanners,  two-way  radio  for  the  ladder  truck,  and  also 
miscellaneous  equipment  for  the  department.  We  also  have 
pledged  $5000  towards  a  new  Fire  Engine. 

At  this  time  the  department  and  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  committee  and  those  persons  who 
have  donated  and  pledged  monies  toward  the  new  Fire 
Engine.

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PITTSFIELD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Pittsfield,  the  Police 
Department  has  two  full-time  officers.  This  was  made 
possible  by  95%  fundings  from  the  Governor's  Commission 
on  Crime  and  Delinquency,  and  has  resulted  in  much  more 
actual  on-the-street  availability  and  patrol,  as  well  as  quicker 
response  time  to  emergency  calls. 

There  were  4,057  telephone  calls  to  the  Police  Department 
and  1,883  incident  reports.

The  Doctor  Forrest  B.  Argue  Memorial  Pool  had  a  very 
good  1977  summer  season. 

Free  swimming  lessons  were  given  in  the  mornings  by 
Frances  Charron  and  John  Flynn  in  the  following  classes: 
Beginner,  Advanced  Beginners,  Intermediates,  and  Swim- 
mers. Junior  and  Senior  Life  Saving  classes  were  given  by 
Chris  Comeau  and  John  Flynn. 

Lifeguards  this  year  were  Randy  Genest  and  John  Flynn.

The  pool  ended  its  season  with  the  annual  Pool  Day.

"Miss  and  Mr.  Pool  of  1978". 

The  pool  float,  made  by  the  children  swimming  at  the  pool 
and  the  pool  attendants,  won  2nd  place  in  the  Old  Home  Day 
parade.  It  was  based  on  the  Parade  theme  and  showed  what 
swimming  in  the  future  will  be  like,  with  crater  pools  and 
flying  saucer  boats. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1977  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Selectmen.  A 
preliminary  tax  map  was  made  of  the  Town  and  after  the 
necessary  hearings  and  two  revisions  we  now  have  a 
reasonably  accurate  map  consisting  of  about  seventy  pages 
listing  all  property.  Plans  have  been  made  to  bring  this  map 
up  to  date  each  year  as  property  changes  ownership. 

The  second  major  item  has  been  the  reassessment  of  all 
property  (previously  done  in  1961).  Buildings  and 
particularly  land  values  have  changed  tremendously  over  the 
past  sixteen  years.  This  project  requires  many  hours  of 
hearings  and  our  one-hundred  percent  total  Town  valuation 
went  from  twelve  million  to  thirty-one  million.  The  tax  rate 
dropped  from  $74  per  thousand  (50%  valuation)  to  $18  per 
thousand  (100%  valuation).  Both  of  the  above  projects  were 
done  by  professionals  in  their  field. 

The  third  major  item  has  been  the  sewer  project  which 
started  about  twelve  years  ago  with  the  planning  and 
engineering.  The  State  and  Federal  government  pays 
ninety-five  percent  of  the  cost  and  Pittsfield  the  balance.  We 
appreciate  the  cooperation  most  of  our  citizens  have  given 
during  the  construction  work  which  is  being  done  and  will 
continue  through  most  of  1978. 

The  fourth  major  item  has  been  the  incinerator  for  disposal 
of  refuse.  This  is  a  joint  project  with  Barnstead,  Chichester, 
Epsom  and  Pittsfield.  The  construction  and  early  operation  of 
this  project  has  presented  some  problems  which  the  joint 
committee  of  the  four  towns  has  struggled  with.  Many  of  the 
problems  have  been  overcome  and  we  look  forward  to  still 
greater  efficiency. 

Robert  R.  Charron,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  accepted  a 
position  with  Bank  of  New  Hampshire  and  moved  to 
Hillsboro  in  October.  His  expertise  with  banking  and  figures 
is  greatly  missed.  We  appointed  Elizabeth  A.  LeDuc  to 
complete  his  term.  Her  previous  knowledge  of  the  Town  work 
(secretary  to  the  Selectmen)  plus  her  extreme  dedication  and 
ability  has  helped  immeasurably  over  a  very  difficult  period.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  major  tasks  of  the  school  board  this  year  dealt  with  the 
administration  of  the  elementary  schools  as  well  as 
improving  the  educational  opportunities  at  the  high  school. 
In  order  to  bring  about  better  coordination  at  the  elementary 
level,  the  assistant  principal  was  designated  as  principal  for 
grades  one  through  six.  This  has  improved  not  only  the 
organization  at  this  grade  level,  but  also  closer  communica- 
tion with  the  parents. 

At  the  secondary  level  the  Board  adopted  tighter 
requirements  concerning  seniors  and  other  students  leaving 
the  school  during  the  day.  This  has  decreased  the  number  of 
students  freely  leaving  the  facilities  and  it  also  resulted  in 
more  students  enrolling  in  additional  courses.  This  was  an 
attempt  to  provide  more  educational  opportunities  for 
students,  making  them  more  responsible  for  their  studies 
and  to  take  greater  advantage  of  the  programs  available. 

Negotiations  with  the  Education  Association  of  Pittsfield 
and  the  School  Board  was  resolved  after  several  meetings 
between  the  two  parties.  The  education  association  this  year 
handled  negotiations  by  themselves  and  they  need  to  be 
commended  for  the  manner  in  which  they  presented 
themselves.  The  process  was  one  of  understanding  the  needs 
of  the  teachers  in  relation  to  the  ability  of  the  district  to  meet 
these  needs.  This  illustrates  that  two  parties  can  present 
their  differences,  and  work  out  a  mutually  agreeable 
solution. 

Voters  at  the  last  annual  school  district  meeting 
established  a  committee  to  study  the  supervisory  union 
organization.  At  present  Pittsfield  is  in  Supervisory  Union 
#49  consisting  of  Pittsfield,  Barnstead,  Alton  and  the 
Governor  Wentworth  Regional  School  District  (Brookfield, 
Effingham,  Moultonboro,  New  Durham,  Ossipee,  Tufton- 
boro  and  Wolfeboro.)  There  is  a  total  of  three  high  schools, 
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and  ten  elementary  schools  serving  these  ten  communities. 
The  office,  located  in  Wolfeboro,  is  centrally  located  with 
Moultonboro  20  miles  to  the  north,  Effingham  24  miles  to  the 
east,  and  Pittsfield  27  miles  to  the  south.  The  professional 
leadership  provided  from  the  Supervisory  Union  office 
consists  of  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent 
and  Business  Administrator,  with  a  support  staff  for  accounts 
payable,  payroll,  and  correspondence.  The  business  aspect 
alone  processes  over  six  million  dollars  annually  in  payroll 
and  accounts  payable. 

While  a  committee  has  been  examining  the  present 
organization,  there  also  has  been  a  committee  doing  the 
same  in  Barnstead.  The  school  board  in  the  Governor 
Wentworth  Regional  School  District,  in  analyzing  the  union, 
recently  voted  to  request  the  State  Board  of  Education  to 
separate  the  present  union  in  order  to  establish  the  Regional 
as  an  independent  supervisory  union.  The  request  will  be 
evaluated  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  as  to  not 
only  the  feasibility  of  the  Regional  being  established  as  a 
separate  union,  but  also  as  to  the  realignment  of  Pittsfield, 
Barnstead  and  Alton,  with  possible  other  neighboring  towns, 
into  another  supervisory  union.  If  the  State  Board  does 
approve  separate  supervisory  unions  it  usually  does  not  take 
effect  until  the  beginning  of  a  fiscal  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  staff,  and  citizens  for  their  patience,  understanding, 
dedication,  and  support  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  have  selected  the  following  areas  to  report  on:  (1)  Title  I; 
(2)  Staffing;  (3)  Education  of  the  Handicapped. 

I 

This  is  the  fifth  year  of  a  Title  I  Cooperative  Early 
Childhood  Project  with  the  School  Districts  of  Alton  and 
Barnstead.  The  primary  objective  of  the  program  is  still  to 
develop  instructional  programs  to  meet  the  individual  needs 
of  Title  I  children.  Last  Spring  a  comprehensive  Needs 
Assessment  was  conducted  by  a  group  of  teachers  and 
parents  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Judith  Bush,  program 
director.  As  a  result  of  the  assessment  the  following  program 
priorities  were  established  for  the  next  three  years: 

1.  Continued  attention  to  the  educationally  disadvantaged 
children  on  a  one-to-one  basis. 

2.  Academic  emphasis  on  language  development  with 
attention  to  reading  skills. 

3.  Home-school  coordination  with  an  emphasis  on  parent 
education  and  more  parent  involvement. 

After  four  and  one  half  years  with  the  Title  I  program, 
Mrs.  Bush  resigned  from  her  position  in  December.  Her 
services  will  be  missed. 

II 

A  total  of  thirteen  new  staff  members  were  hired  this  year 
in  comparison  with  twelve  last  year  and  only  three  the  year 
before.  We  are  pleased  with  the  contributions  of  our  new 
staff  members. 

Ill 

The  Education  for  All  Handicapped  Children  Act,  P.L. 
94-142  requires  that  handicapped  children  have  available  to 
them  a  free,  appropriate  education  which  includes  special 
education  and  related  services.  This  year  the  district  has  had 
to  expend  $20,686.00  to  date  for  tuition  and  transportation 
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costs.  This  figure  is  certain  to  escalate  in  future  years  unless 
the  school  district  provides  special  services  locally.  Within 
the  next  few  years  Pittsfield  can  expect  to  have 
approximately  one  hundred  children  identified  as  needing 
special  services.  The  more  program  opportunities  that  are 
provided  locally,  the  more  cost  effective  these  special 
services  will  be.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  the  Citizens  of  Pittsfield,  I  respectively  submit 
my  fifth  annual  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of  the 
Pittsfield  Schools. 

On  Wednesday,  September  7,  with  summer  vacation  at  an 
end,  724  young  people  returned  to  classes  as  we  began  the 
1977-78  school  year.  A  breakdown  of  enrollment  by  grade 
shows:  Grade  1  -  66;  Grade  2-51;  Grade  3  -  39;  Grade  4-45; 
Grade  5  -  63;  Grade  6-61;  Grade  7  -  44;  Grade  8  -  68;  Grade 
9  -  76;  Grade  10  -  75;  Grade  11  -  75;  Grade  12  -  61. 

Twelve  teachers  have  joined  our  staff.  They  are  Mrs. 
Bonnie  Streeter,  Grade  1;  Mr.  David  Munroe,  Grade  3;  Mrs. 
Sylvia  Wallace,  Grade  4;  Mr.  Lawrence  Robbins,  Grade  6; 
Mrs.  Sherri  Alie,  Home  Economics;  Mr.  James  Connor  and 
Mr.  Hugh  Sanborn,  Industrial  Arts;  Mr.  Richard  Frazier, 
Mathematics;  Miss  Betsy  Meader,  Social  Studies;  Miss 
Karen  McDonough,  Reading;  Mrs.  Lorraine  Home,  Speech 
Therapist  and  Mrs.  Robin  Talkowski,  Reading  Specialist. 

Mr.  Eric  L.  Knowlton,  Assistant  Principal  was  appointed 
Principal,  Grades  1  through  6  effective  September  1977. 

All  youngsters  in  Grade  1  were  screened  in  September  to 
determine  their  eligibility  for  the  Title  I  program.  The 
information  gathered  will  also  be  used  by  teachers  to  help 
meet  individual  student  needs. 
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The  Math  Department  adopted  the  Holt,  Rinehart  and 
Winston  system  for  grades  one  through  eight.  This  system 
will  provide  continuity  in  our  math  program  and  will 
strengthen  the  math  skills  of  all  students. 

With  the  addition  of  a  reading  teacher,  reading  is  now 
taught  in  Grades  7-8  five  times  a  week. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  once  again  to  the 
Members  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  Russell,  the 
Members  of  the  Faculty,  Staff,  Parents  and  Citizens  of 
Pittsfield  for  their  continued  support.

To  the  citizens  of  Pittsfield,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
annual  Health  Report  for  the  School  year  1976-77. 

The  general  health  of  the  students  was  apparently  good 
this  year.  We  did  have  43  cases  of  chickenpox  and  the  usual 
winter  "flu"  absenteeism.  The  children  of  Pittsfield  were 
fortunate  in  escaping  the  measles  epidemic  that  broke  out  in 
the  state  due  to  the  preschool  immunization  program,  the 
measle  outbreak  of  1972,  and  the  measles  immunization 
clinic  we  held  at  the  school  this  year. 

The  many  examinations  given  throughout  the  year 
revealed  few  defects  beyond  vision  and  hearing  defects 
which  for  the  most  part  have  been  treated,  except  for  several 
speech  problems.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  American 
Legion  and  the  Lions  Club  the  eyesight  and  dental  health 
problems  were  greatly  improved. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  and  school  staff  for  their 
continued  cooperation.

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PITTSFIELD  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  1977 

On  March  8th,  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District  were  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  three  (3)  members  of  the  School  Board;  two 
(2)  members  for  a  three  year  term,  and  one  (1)  for  a  two 
year  term. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  choose  three  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Town  Moderator,  Leo  Fraser,  read  the  warrant  and  the 
certification  of  posting.  The  polls  were  open  from  10  a.m.  to 
6:30  p.m.  There  were  452  ballots  cast  and  the  results  were  as 
follows:  Moderator  —  Henry  F.  Stapleton,  395  votes;  Clerk 

—  Roberta  Maxfield,  405  votes;  Treasurer  —  Willard  E. 
Bishop,  406  votes;  School  Board  Members:  Two  year  term  (1) 

—  Patricia  A.  Fraser,  256  votes;  Cleon  V.  Riel,  Sr.,  165  votes. 
Three  year  term  (2)  —  John  W.  Barto,  273  votes;  Dolores  A. 
Francis,  229  votes;  Paul  E.  Metcalf,  200  votes.  Auditors  — 
Frances  Marston,  37  write-in  votes;  Donald  Bergeron,  30 
write-in  votes;  Arnold  Wells,  28  write-in  votes. 

On  March  17,  1977  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was 
held  at  the  Greenleaf  Auditorium  at  8:00  p.m.  Moderator,  E. 
Winsor  Burbank,  opened  the  meeting  by  calling  upon  Rev. 
Arthur  Bucknam  for  the  invocation.  Moderator  then  read  the 
warrant  and  the  certification  of  posting. 

Mr.  Burbank  then  explained  that  Henry  Stapleton  was  out 
of  town  and  he  had  been  appointed  to  take  his  place  for  this 
meeting.  He  further  stated  that  the  same  basic  guidelines  as 
in  the  past  will  be  followed.  You  will  only  be  allowed  to  speak 
once  on  an  article  until  everyone  wishing  to  speak  has  had  a 
chance  to  do  so.  Only  one  amendment  allowed  on  the  floor  at 
one  time.  Only  registered  voters  are  allowed  to  vote. 

Article  1  "I  move  the  salaries  of  school  district  officers  be 
approved  as  follows:  Moderator  $15.00;  Clerk  $15.00;  School 
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Board  Chairman  $250.00;  School  Board  Member  $200.00 
each;  Treasurer  $350.00;  Auditors  $45.00;  and  Truant  Officer 
$75.00."  John  Barto  made  the  motion  seconded  by  Roland 
Drolet.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  2  "I  move  that  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and 
committees  of  the  School  District  be  accepted  as  printed  in 
the  Annual  Town  Report."  Elliott  Towle  made  the  motion 
seconded  by  Robert  Charron.  Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3  To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  exclude  from  its 
Social  Security  Plan  services  performed  by  election  officials 
or  election  workers  for  each  calendar  quarter  in  which  the 
renumeration  paid  for  such  services  is  less  than  $50.00. 
Roland  Drolet  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as  read. 
Robert  Charron  seconded.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  4  "I  move  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $815,637,00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officers  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District."  Robert 
Charron  made  the  motion  and  Steve  Davis  seconded.  Vote  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  5  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the 
District  such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereinafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  or  any  federal  or  state  agency.  Lester 
Emerson  moved  that  we  accept  the  article  as  read  and  Arnold 
Wells  seconded.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  6  Robert  Charron  moved  that  a  committee  be 
chosen  by  the  School  Board  to  study  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  our  remaining  in  the  present  supervisory 
union.  The  committee  is  to  consist  of  10  residents,  plus  one 
school  board  member,  and  one  selectman.  Committee  to 
present  a  written  report  of  their  findings  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  school  board.  Roland 
Drolet  seconded.  Vote  affirmative.
